L E T T E R from Seringapatam, dated 
26th May, mentions, 
that of the 
jewels, not above 6 or 7 lacks of pagodas 
worth had been then valued ; 2nd as to the 
merchandize, viz. muflins, (bawls, and vari­ 
ous rich cloths, they were reckoned at the 
enormous amount of 500 camel’s lead— 
The Sultan*! throne, being too unwieldy 
to carry, had been broken up ; it war a 
howdar upon a tfger covered with (he'-’ 
gold ; the afcent to it, was by Giver ftcps 
gilt, having Inver nails, and all the otlicr 
fattening of the fame metal*— The canopy 
was alike fuperb, and decorated with a coftly 
fringe of fine pearls all round it; The eyes 
and teeth of the tygcr were of glafs. 
It 
was valued at 60,000 pagodas. 
It was laid 
that a dividend, to the value of about a mil­ 
lion furling, would Goon be made ; part o 
it, ta the amount of 17 lacks of pagoda 


in cafh, the ref! in jewels ; a committer had 
been appointed far the arrangement of it. 
Other advices from Seringapat.ini, dated 
27th May, mention, that in breaking up 
the throne, which its bulk and weight ren­ 
dered neceffarv, the (beet of gold with which 
it was covered was found to weigh 40,000 
pagodas ; the Cliver worL about it, the Cup*, 
porters of the canopy and the fringe of 
pearls which went round it, were valued ^t 
io,ooo pagodas more. 
Every inch of the 
howdah 
contained 
an 
Arabic 
feutencc, 
chiefly from the koran, fuperbly (Umped, 
being railed and policed in the mod beau­ 
tiful manner. 
A gold figure of a bird, 
covered over with tile moll precious flours, 
was ic re wed to the roof of tile canopy ; its 
beak is a Urge emerald \ its eyes carbun­ 
cles ; the bread covered with diamonds, and 
the wings, which are expanded as if hover­ 
ing, completely lined with diamonds ; on 
tile back are many large jewels, well and 
fancifully difpofed ; the tail which re fem blee 
a peacock’s, is alfo fludded in the lathe man­ 
ner ; the whole fo arranged as to imitate 
the plumage, and fo clufely fct that the 
gold is fcarct vifible. 
A number of tygers were found in the 
palace yard, which were Ordered to be (hot, 
for fear of accident*. 
Information having been given that a 
quantity of jewels were concealed in the ft* 
raglio, application was made to Col. W ei- 
letlcy, the commandant, for peruiilfion t* 
tearch; which being granted, ami the proper 
notice given to remove the women from the 
apartments which it was the intention to 
fearch, the gentlemen deputed on thitTdbca- 
(ion proceeded to infpeCl thens; but w -re 
diUppointecl in ever)' reljwjiR ; for they clk) 
not find any thing ol value, and inltead of 
elegant habitations which they imagined, 
found {daces as filthy as the lowed and dirti ­ 
ed dwelling in the bazar, the furniture con­ 
fiding of a chair, a (wing, two or tine* 
boxes of clothes, a mi Ie rabic bed, and 
(belt of perfume^ (piers, fee. it wis clifco 
verrd after wards, that T*ippoo never en trull 
cd his women with the keeping Af then 
jewels; there were in alt, including foti.e 
of the wives and ladies of the Ute Ilydrr 
and thole of Tippoo’s family, with their at • 
tendants, six hundred and fifty female* in 
the palace. 
Advices from China, of the 5tfi March, 
mention the death of the Emperor Kirn 
Long ; in confequence a general mourning 
throughout the empire had been ordered for 
twelve months.— The royal authority rn 
vol vc* on his Ion Ka-Hing, who has reign*.'! 
nominally for upwards of two years pall.— 
The Cbinefe are confeouently all in whit**, 
and remain, we believe, with unlhaven heads 
and beards for dx months out of the twelve.

Mate, with the intent of pofleffing them- 
félveS ^of the velTel and cargo. 
They ac­ 
cordingly each feleited his man,and entering 
the cabin, one killed the mate and another 
attacked the fupercargo who ran upon deck, 
and was there mangled in a moft horrid man­ 
ner and thrown overboard while yet alive. 
The third, who hád agreed to murder the 
Captain, being lefs courageous than the other 
two, approached him in a hafty manner, hav­ 
ing an axe in one hand and a fword in the 
otik er, and in attempting to ftrike him with 
both at the fame time, fortunktely failed in 
his obje£^, the axe only wounding him Bight- 
ly iu the lie ad and the fword cutting him on 
the arm. 


By this time, dapt. W . had fecured his 
fire-arms, when the fellow inftantly ran upon 
deck, where the trio concluded it was beft 
to defpatch one of their melTmates who 
; would not join them, and then join tly attack 
the Captain. 
The fail or, accordingly, faf^ 
fered the fate of the iñate and fupercargo, 
but the Captáih maintained his poft with 
fuch intrepid firmnefs, that neither of the 
tlvee dared venture down to attack him.— 
A t length, finding it was impoifible t® etfefl 
their purpofe, they agreed to terms which 
Capt» Whelan propo^d to them.
